Wa bava it from reltahle autho- 
rity tbat tba Pittaburg oompany 
ara now reorganizing and rainfor.

Well, we must say he certaiuiy did 
think tbst weyelee be wouMn't 
beve eoldtbis lend the way be baa 
— even coal lands would bring ten 
times that price; is doing it just 
beyond in our aiater county of Ua 



line, to say nothing of zinc, silver 
coppif, etc We suppose a^ain 
however, that its better since we 
have faith enough from what wa 
oureelvee beve obeerved, in t h e 
riclineas of this one mine alone to 
believe it will now serve if worked 
aa an opening for the country and 
tbe grtndeet development, largest 
wealth any county baa aver seen.

Elizabbthtown, 111., Feb 17, 
1906-Bo. Paiee: I eee In thia 

morning's Pkess yon state the 
Rosi Claira and Fairview mines 
ara closed down baoaaaa tbay can 
not a'hip their ore, end tbe eenee 
is the frozen condition of tba Obio 
river. The facts are they are cloa 
sd down all but thejpumpa, to 
keep tbe weter out, on eooonnt of 
not having a aopply of eoel on 
band to run the mines. 

These mine managers d'd not 
anticipate the protracted frsszs 
up of the river, as they oonid not 
get coal from Caseyville, Ky., and 
hence they were forced to close 



down until the iee ie out of the 

river. 

But your ertiole does|aot stop 
there, for yon eey thet treaeporto- 

tion on the river will soon be a 
thing of tbe past, as when it 
not frosen over tha ice ia going 
down it from the Moitb, eao when 
the river is not fall of ioe^the wa- 
ter ia so low boats can not run." 
Bat you atata alaewbere: "At pre- 
aent the Obio rivee ie in tbe moel 
dengeroue end meneding condi- 
tion ever known to ttie oldest boat 
man." Thia ataiament is doubt 
leee true, end from tbia you oen 
sea why tha RoM Ohdr end Fair- 
view mines ara out of ooal. But 
tba facta in tbe oaae aa to ship- 
ping our orea from here* ia that 
barring tbe fiu ea a eoaditfon of 
the river there ia no ^time in the 
year our oree cannot be barged 
from bere to tbe inoline of tbe I. 
C. rrJIroed et Gokwnde, III., e die 
tanoe of only eighteen miles from 
here and fourteen miles from Roei 
Claira and Fairview minea. 

But it now eeeme without doubt 
we eill beve e reilroed complete 
and in running order,throagh this 
extra rich mineral tield before the 
oioae of thia year, aa work on thia 
reilroed ie to begin next month. 

T will e^ to you and yoin read- 
ers that ahovfog ioa.from the wa* 
ter in tbe river and throwing aaud 
in onr eyer from the bed of tbe ri* 
ver will not cover up the fact that 
your Kentuckj' side of the rivor 
(Ky. mineral field), baa not »ta 
much minerel ee Herdin end Po[ie 
countiee, hee by from fivn to 
six fissure veins to one.

In high stages uf wa- 
ter n p iiii'jn of the (^iinberland 
river rushes through the opening 
in great force and followa a chan- 
nel worn in the rook. It poura 
into the river again about half ul 
a mile below In <>niiiu.ry stages 
(d water the Hock House is per- 
fectly dry. 

In Uancuck county, about three 
fourtbe of a mile from the Ohio 
rirer. and about four miles from 
Hawesville. is a natural f irtifica- 
tii'U. T'lis is (I circular table of 
land surrouuded ou ull eidea by 
cKffe, from fifty to one hundred 
leet high, which ia impoeeible of 
ascent except in one place. Near 
this fort is a burial place or mound 
w jile tbe ground aome yeara ago 
was covered with bones of hnmnn 
beings. About a hundred yards 
from this place a spring issuea 
from a large rook, that diachargea 
a bitumeonue wnter which aniella 
likeUr. 

Ia the weet end of Allen coun- 
ty are tbe remaina of an ancient 

fort wliicli belonged to a people 
unknown and piesents one of the 
strongeat military poaitlone in the 
world. Drake's creek makes a 
horseshoe bend here for a distance 
of over a mile, and returns within 
thirty feet of where it begins. The 
imrtition which dividee tbe oban- 
nel of the creok at this point is of 
solid limestone, and about thirty 
feet thick at the base, It is about 
t-vo hundred yarda in length, thir- 
ty feet high and six feet wide at 
the top, which is level and ''over- 
ed with small cedar trees. The 
area of the bend embracee about 
two hundred acres of land The 
surface is level aud contains the 
anoiaat fort, which formed S'^uare 
of about three acres. This iasur 
rounded by li wall and a ditch All 
aooeae from the bank lo the oppo- 
site bank is intercepted by tall 
clitTs, and the fort can only be 
reached by taking tbe narrow 
canaewny.
